The first Nova Scotia fisheries ex¬ 
hibition since the outbreak of the 
war will bo hold at Lunenburg next 
Sept. 15-19. 

For soiling canary seed without of¬ 
ficial permission, four Lincolnshire 
fanneis were fined a total of £1.200 
($4,800). 

Thieves who broke into a London 
warehouse stole 90 army greatcoats 
—all r.tamped with prisoner-of-war 
insignia. 

It was announced in the British 
House of Commons that 212 persons 
were killed and 428 wounded in Pal¬ 
estine violence in 1940. 

The American Federation of Labor 
Executive Council has gone on record 
as being "unalterably opposed” to 
military conscription of any kind. 

Generalissimo Stalin has refused 
the French Military Medal—highest 
French military decoration — the 
French Foreign Office announced. 

A London bus driver Horace Pike, 
working in his spare time with a 
chisel, saw, trowel and hammer, built 
a house he has named "Pike’s Peak" 
at a coSt of £550 ($2,200). 

Operations to refloat the French- 
acquired liner Liberte, formerly the 
German luxury ship Europa, which 
sank during a storm last year, will 
begin March 15, the French press 
agency said. 


DANGERS OF BACTERIA IN 
OI R DAILY FOOD 


sponsible for infectious disenses, 
states Montreal’s Dept, of Health. 

Experience shows that some kinds 
of food products constitute for mi¬ 
crobes the most favorable medium, 
for instance, jellied meats, pork, pas¬ 
tries with custard or cream (eclairs, 
cream-puffs, mille-feiiilles, etc.). It 
is essential that these foods be eaten 
only when they arc strictly fresh, 
otherwise bacteria are already pres¬ 
ent and this results in more or less 
serious cases of poisoning. 

One must beware of foodstuffs 
which have been exposed to dust or 
manipulated by the public. One must 
remember thnt some food products 
can be sailed by germ carriers, in¬ 
sects or animals. Consequently, pru¬ 
dence is a good rule and needless to 
say that it is absolutely necessary to 
keep food in ice-boxes or refrigera¬ 
tors, the interior temperature of 
which must be 50 deg. Fah. or less, 
especially cooked meats, jellied meats, 
cream and fresh milk products. 


Planning Will Help 

It is good business, and n lot of 
fun too, to plan the garden well 
ahead of the time when one can ac¬ 
tually get outside and dig. Especially 
where space is limited a little prelim¬ 
inary work with pencil, paper and a 
good Canadian garden seed catalogue 
will result in far more satisfaction. 
Certain plants require more room 
than others, some want full sun, 
some go in early and some cannot be 
planted until all danger of frost is 
passed. Then in the flowers, there are 
such points as coloring and time of 
blooming. All these characteristics 
are noted in the seed catalogue. They 
should be remembered in planning so 
that little things won’t bo crowded 
behind big things, so that there won’t 
be long lapses without flowers or 
fresh vegetables once production 
starts. 

Give Them Room 

Seeds and shrubs or plants from 
the nursery are such little things 
that it is hard to realize just what 
will happen when full growth has 
been developed. The beginner almost 
invariably plants far too close to¬ 
gether. Certain things like the small 
annual flowers and vegetables like 
lettuce, beets or carrots take up little 
room—two or three inches between, 
and rows about a foot apart are all 
that are necessary. But there are 
other things that will need much 
more room. Tall, bushy flowers like 
cosmos or zinnias, for instance, need 
a foot or two each way. In the vege¬ 
table line, corn, potatoes, peas, to¬ 
matoes, melons, cucumbers and such 
require plenty of room. If crowded i 
there will be little space for the gar- j 
dener to wield the hoe or cultivator, j 
With shrubs, ornamental trees and 
vines, space is even more important 
because these keep on growing year 
after year. The average shade tree ' 
will grow 25 to 60 feet high, and for 
proper, full development will need 1 
from 20 to 40 feet each way at ma¬ 
turity. Shrubs that have a mature 
height of ten feet need at least five 
feet between. 

Growing Your Own Plants 

Bather than purchasing started 
plants—in many sections of Canada 
th\a may be impossible or inconven- I 

lent anyway—man}’ gardeners start 
their own in hotbeds or shallow win¬ 
dow boxes. The former are merely ! 
glass-protected outdoor beds, where 
additional heat is provided by an un¬ 
derlying bed of fresh horse manure 
or hot water pipes or electric cable. 
The window boxes are shallow af¬ 
fairs, a couple of inches deep, placed 
in a bright window. The soil used 
should be fine and loose, preferably 
a mixture of sand and leaf mould. 
Seeds are planted in March and in 
rows about an inch apart. When the 
plants develop their second set of 
leaves they are transplanted to larg¬ 
er - and cooler quarters and a few 
weeks later they are set outside. 
Ventilate and keep soil moist.

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WASHINGTON—The United States 
Navy recently opened the door on it a 
newest heavy patrol bomber, the 
Martin XP4M-1, which packs n daz¬ 
zling burst of speed in a pair oY extra 
jet engines and a cruising range of 
more than 3,000 miles. 

It Is a four-engined craft which re¬ 
sembles a huge twin-engine plane be¬ 
cause the Jets are mounted directly 
behind two of the largest 3,000 horse¬ 
power conventional engines now in 
existence. 

Capable of cruising at more than 
200 miles an hour, the bomber can 
boost its top speed to “well over 330 
miles per hour” with a flick of the 
jet power, the Navy said. 

The new sky giant is equipped with 
tricycle landing gear, has a wing 
spread of 114 feet and is “very heav¬ 
ily armed”. It was termed “one of 
the most completely electronically 
equipped aircraft ever made." It car¬ 
ries a normal crew of eight.

1939, on the contrary 


there have been acute labor shortages in many in¬ 
dustries. It was feared for a time that when the armed forces were demo¬ 
bilized there might be a period of serious unemployment, but this has not 
been the case and reports indicate that the demand for labor has remained 
at a high level. There are few Canadians, however, who do not recall the 
difficult times which were experienced here in the nineteen thirties, and few 
who do not wonder whether such times may come again. Unfortunately it 
is not always possible for a country to control the underlying causes of a 
depression, but experience has shown that it is possible to avoid much of 
the hardship and distress which results from unemployment, by careful 
planning for the future.

rlannea rublic provided during a major depression would l>e 
xa# _ l through the planning of large public works pro- 

■ jects, both hv the provinces and by the Dominion 

government. Such a program would be in the nature*of a public investment 
and would necessitate the spending of large amounts of public money. This 
subject has been considered by the Dominion government and plans for pos¬ 
sible projects have been discussed. The plans have to do with the conserva¬ 
tion and development of natural resources which are not being developed by 
other agencies, and with projects in the Northwest territories, the Yukon, 
Indian reservations and other areas which come under the control of the 
Dominion government. The work to be undertaken would include the devel¬ 
opment of natural resources, surveying, mapping, soil conservation, drain¬ 
age. insect control and many other undertakings.

FUNNY 


1. A quart of milk a day should 
be taken either as a drink or in cook¬ 
ing.

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CLEAN SEED MEANS 
PROFIT TO FARMERS 


WOULD USE SUB

All Berlin require thorough clean¬ 
ing and grading to remove weed 
.seeds and offal, ns well as light and 
shrunken kernels. Both experience 
and experiments have demonstrated 
the fact that the largest yield per 
acre may be expected from the use 
of large, sound, plump seed rather 
than from seed which has been poor¬ 
ly cleaned ami graded. 

In many places in Canada there 
are well-equipped seed cleaning plants 
available to farmers, but it may so 
happen that these seed cleaning 
establishments may not be conven¬ 
iently near some of the farmers 
whose only alternative is to clean 
their own seed. The farm-sized fan¬ 
ning mill, however, can do a good job 
if carefully operated. Improper clean¬ 
ing of seed is due in most cases to 
lack of proper sieves or screens, or 
to improper adaptation of the mill. 
Some of the weed seeds are difllciilt 
to separate, but most of them can be 
removed if proper sieves^are used and 
time is taken to determine the proper 
combination of size and slope of 
sieve, shake, air blast and rate at 
which the seed passes over the sieves. 

The labour of cleaning and handl¬ 
ing seed on the fnrm may be reduced 
considerably where the facilities per¬ 
mit the elevation of the seed from 
the cleaner to an overhead bin. From 
this bin, the seed may be spouted 
back to the fanning mill for a suupul 
cleaning. It is necessary to run seed 
through a farm fanning mill at least 
twice, and sometimes three times. If 
seed is to be cleaned a third time, it 
may be elevated to a second overhead 
bin which is within spouting distance 
of the fanning mill on the floor be¬ 
low. 


Dr. Ha raid U. Sverdrup, director of 
the Scrlpps Institute of Oceano¬ 
graphy, University of California, 
wants to be the first man to cross 
the Arctic Ocean from Norway to 
Canada by submarine, for a long dis¬ 
tance under ice. 

Dr. Sverdrup who was in charge 
of scientific work with Amundsen’s 
expedition into the Arctic in 3917 to 
1925 and with Sir Hubert Wilkins’ 
expedition in 1931, told the Royal In¬ 
stitute that he thought Russia was 
far ahead of Canada in developing its 
far north. 

He said a submarine was the only 
way to explore the Far North. A sur¬ 
face craft in the Arctic has its route 
determined by drift of the ice. A 
submarine could pick its own route, 
dodging underneath the surface when 
ice is in the way. A submarine trip 
of four to six weeks in the summer 
would net as much information as it 
would take a surface ship years to 
gather.

A Soviet agriculture reserreh work¬ 
er reported that he had crossed 
wheat and grass to produce a high- 
yielding perennial wheat, a Tass 
news agency report broadcast by tin* 
Moscow radio said. 

Soviet agricultural specialist Niko¬ 
lai Tsitsyn told the academy of agri¬ 
culture that he had developed 11 hy¬ 
brid varieties of wheat by crossing 
wheat and couch grass.

Dominion statistics for 3944, 
the last year available for medi¬ 
cal study, show that 12 persons 
died in Canada of rickets, pella¬ 
gra, beri-beii anil scurvy, each 
of which is a nutritional defic¬ 
iency disease. The 42 deaths 
compared with 38 deaths during 
that year from poliomyelitis.

VICTORIA— British Columbia may 
become the first Canadian province 
to have compulsory voting and regis¬ 
tration for provincial elections. 

A special committee, appointed a 
year ago to revise the Elections act, 
recommended to the legislature es¬ 
tablishment of a compulsory system. 
A fine of not more than $10 would 
be imposed on persons failing to reg¬ 
ister, and provision is made for a 
registration card, to be issued to 
each registered voter. 

Another major change recommend¬ 
ed would extend the franchise to 
4,000 Orientals, including East In¬ 
dians and Chinese of Canadian birth 
naturalization and citizenship, to In- 
dians 4 not resident on reserves, who 
served in the armed forces, end to 
Doukhobors who served in the war or 
were rejected for military service. 

At the same time, the committee 
suggested only persons with adequate 
knowledge of English or French 
language be; entitled to vote. 

The recommendations for compul¬ 
sory voting were made following 
study of the Australian system, the 
only Dominion with such legislation. 
In the last general election in Aus¬ 
tralia 96.7 per cent, of eligible voters 
cast their ballots. 

The committee, untier the chair¬ 
manship of R. H. Carson, coalition 
member for Kamloops, recommended 
that: 

“A system of perpetual registra¬ 
tion be instituted and that all resi¬ 
dents of the province who are 21 
years of age or over be required to 
register within 30 days of the procla¬ 
mation of the new act. Persons fail¬ 
ing to register should be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 unless they 
have a valid reason for default. Per¬ 
sons coming to the province should 
be required to register within six 
months...” 

The planned registration card 
would show the person’s name, ad¬ 
dress, occupation and electoral dis¬ 
trict. Each card would bear a num¬ 
ber, and persons not eligible to vote 
would be able to secure a non-voters’ 
card of a distinctive color.

Col. Gibson spoke before the com¬ 
mons adopted a resolution to a bill 
that would continue some of the war¬ 
time powers of the custodian. The 
bill itself was given first reading and 
then debate was begun on second 
reading to a measure that would ex¬ 
tend some of the wartime regulations 
under the patent act. 

At the night sitting, second read¬ 
ing was given to a bill amending the 
patent act and extending some of 
the wartime controls on patents. The 
bill was referred to the banking and 
commerce committee. 

Also referred to the banking and 
commerce committee was a bill ex¬ 
tending some of the wartime import 
and export controls to control the 
movement of goods in short supply 
both in and out of Canada. 

Debate was begun on a resolution 
that would extend the powers the 
Canadian wheat board now exercised 
under order-in-council so that the 
Dominion might fulfill the four-year 
wheat contract with Britain. 

At the house opening, Reconstruc¬ 
tion Minister Hovle said the govern¬ 
ment would confer with municipali¬ 
ties in an effort to have them take 
operation of community centres 
now federally operated in wartime 
housing centres. 

Col. Gibson said in wartime it was 
essential that enemy countries should 
not know what assets remained in 
Canada belonging to nationals of a 
foreign country or what assets of 
enemy countries were owned by Can¬ 
adian citizens and held in this coun¬ 
try. 

“The same situation does not pre¬ 
vail today, but we do need these 
regulations in orJer to control enemy 
property that is in Canada and also 
to enable us to continue investiga¬ 
tions that have been going on since 
the war ended to locate enemy prop¬ 
erty that may have been skillfully 
hidden or which was under the con¬ 
trol of the enemy or their agents in 
Canada,” he said. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. Soviet 
Russia submitted to the United Na¬ 
tions security council 13 proposals 
intended to carry out its plan for 
separate international conventions to 
outlaw atomic weapons and to put 
atomic control under the security 
council. 

Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet dele¬ 
gate to the security council and to 
the atomic commission, demanded 
that the pow’ers agree now on a con¬ 
vention outlawing the use of atomic 
energy for warlike purposes. 

As the next step, he proposed that 
an effective system of control be 
established by separate convention 
“which must be administered within 
the framework of the security coun¬ 
cil.” 

This would leave the veto right in 
the council undisturbed and would 
run against the solid United States 
position that no veto must apply any¬ 
where on atomic matters. 

This convention, Gromyko propos¬ 
ed, would establish an international 
control commission which would 
carry out the day-to-day duties in¬ 
volved in international control. In¬ 
spection and control organs under 
this commission would make deci¬ 
sions by majority rules and the veto 
power would not apply in them. Their 
1 work, however, would be subject to 
| review by the security council.
